This testimony from within is, of 
course, exceptional. Standing by it- 
self, it could not be accepted as con- 
clusive proof. But it falls in with 
a thousand other rig which have 
been coming to light. It is confirmed 
by the unquestioned evidence of 
Prince Lichnowsky, It goes well with 
the statement of the foreign minis- 
ter, yon Jagow, that he did not at the 
time know of the ultimatum to Ser- 
bia. Apparently, it was carefully 
kept from -him~so that Germany 
could say that she was officially un- 
aware of it, But the kaiser knew of 
it; and»von Jagow found, when he 
was finally called in, that “the kaiser 
had so committed himself that it was 
too late, and there was nothing more 
to be done.” 

Nobody can anticipate the full and 
final verdict of history on the trans- 
actions which brought on the war.
